We have 145 ladies working for us

try district. Besides these, there are 
four groups-or organizations doing 

work ‘for our local. 

We have made eight shipments to 
Headquarters, containing 2,388 pieces 
—646 pairs of socks, 20 mattress pads 
187 sweaters, 64 pneumonia jackets, 
118 Hospital bed gowns, 110 pillow 
cases, 95 suits pyjamas, 283 Triangu- 
lar bandages, 112 abdominal banda- 
ges, 1 pair mitts, 2 helmets, 122 sur- 
gical towels, 54 sheets. The material 
.for which cost us $1,077.88, $385.14 
locally and $692.74 in headquarters. 

Whenever possible the parcels of 
work going to our country workers 
have been carried free of charge. 
Much credit is due to Mr. Gardner 
Boyd who has been such a willing 
helper in ‘this line having carried 

/ many parcels for us. However, ma- 
terial has had to be shipped by mail 
and expreés. My expenses for the 
period covering the nine months is 
$2.66. 

We have received much credit for 
the quality of our work from: Head- 
quarters. Not one article has been 
returned to us for alteration and we 
know that some branches have had 
boxes of work returned to them be- 
cause the articles-were not made ac-

Fire Prevention Week 
October 6th to 12th 


By Proclamation of His Excellency 
the Governor General of Canada, the 
week of October 6th to 12th has been 
set aside as Fire Prevention Week. 
This week provides an annual occa- 
sion to impress upon public conscious- 
ness the enormous cost of the fire 
waste, to the end that conditions 
may be improved and fire careless- 
ness reduced. 

The world has passed through a 
year of the second Great War and 
we have all read accounts of the 
devastation and havoc that has been 
wrought by means of incendiary and 
high explosive Mombs and we are 
bhocked by the details of such ac- 
counts. Yet in the twenty years 
since Fire Prevention Week was 
first established in Canada, this 
country has recorded more than 


800,000 fires involving a property loss 
of over $726,000,000 and a loss in hu- 


manu lives of more than 7,700. Our 
complacency in this respect is only 


matched by the complacency with 
which we watched Hitler attain pow- 
er. 

Fire is no respecter of persons. 
Every man has a responsibility to- 
wards his neighbors and that respon- 
sibility should cause every right- 
thinking person to pause and consider 
what he owes to the community in 
which he lives. We owe it to our- 
selves but in a greater degree to our 
fellow-citizens to permit no condition 
to exist upon our premises that will 
invite a visitation of fire. A great 
majority of fires are so easy to pre- 
vent that it is certainly a moral 
crime to tolerate the things which 
bring them about. 

The Dominion Fire Prevention As- 
sociation in cooperation with provin- 
cial fire marshalls, local fire chiefs, 
insurance organizations and other or- 
ganizations of national scope is con- 
stantly working in the furtherance 
of the aims of Fire Prevention. Are 
you doing your part?

But in many neutral countries 
such as Switzerland and Sweden 
there are honest and courageous jour- 
nalists who write what they think 
about Hitler and Nazi Germany. 
This, however, exposes their. govern-

Staunchly as some of these govern-
